French Oattle. 

A foreign paper describes the 
various breeds of cattle in France 
as follows: 

Five principal breeds of oxen 
are used for field labor, including 
those peculiar te the Garonne, 
Charenter, Nantes and Arvergue. 
The Gascon peasantry are noted 
for their affectionate treatment of 
the big, bony cattle, with which 
they plow the land, cart their pro- 
duce to market, and bring.in the 
harvest from the fields. Accord- 
ing te a time honored custom‘ it is 
the head of the family who alone 
distributes to each his daily por- 
tion of fodder. The Saless breed, 
one of the principle types of 
Avergue, has quite an ancient rep- 
utation. Not only the oxen, but 
the cows and bulls as well, are put 
in the traces and utilized for every 
kind of agricultural work. They 
submit to the yoke with great do- 
cility and may be seen plowing on 
the steepest and most rugged hill- 
sides. It is curious to note that 
when they are turned out on Sun- 
day they are perfectly aware it is 
not to work, but to pasture. They 
quit the byre with the utmost 
alacrity and leap for joy. They 
recognize their master and know 
the limit of their pasturage. 

The cow of cows, frem a butter 
producing point of view, is the 
Normandy breed, which belongs 
to the Germanic race. The size 
and color of the animal differ very 
greatly according to the character 
and fertility, of the pasturage. 
Some are red, some are black,some 
yellow and some white, in others 
these colors are mixed. A Nor- 
mandy cow yields, on an average, 
2,800 litres of milk in a year, which, 
as four and one-half litres make a 
gallon, are equal to 844 gallons. 
Isigny and Gaurnay produce the 
best butter in all France. The 
quality of the milk may be guaged 
from the fact that it takes 35 litre, 


or a little less than eight gallons to 
produce a killogramme, 2 1-5 
pounds of butter, The next breed 
in number and importance is the 
Femish. It is calculated that a 
Femish cow will yield about 2,640 
litres, or 597 gallons of milk per 
annum. The Brittany cow is the 
smallest of all. She has a little 
head, a black muzzle, and fine horns 
curving forward. The average 
yield of milk is 1,800 litres, or 400 
gallons a year. 

Dutch and Swiss’cows are well 
represented in the dairy stock of 
France. The latter have been as- 
siduously propagated in the French 
Alps particularly, but their impor- 
tation has been in many instances 
far from satisfactory results. Ex- 
periments have also been made in 
the introduction of the Durham 
breed from England, with the ob- 
ject of ameliorating the native 
stock, but here again agricultural 


retful, authorities profess to be disap- 


They ad- 
mit that the Durham fattens very 
readily and produces excellent 
beef, although the rump, which is 
a favorite part in France, is not 
well developed.

Upon the subject of profitable 
horse breeding the Breeders’ Jour- 
nal says: 

“There are but few farmers who 
can make it pay to breed trotting 
horses. We might say there are 
none at all, for it is a distinct busi- 
ness, requiring large capital and a 
long experience, both of which the 
farmers are not too liberally sup- 
plied with in combination, when 
raising trotting stock is considered. 
There is always a poe demand,

ied horses in our large cities, and 
there is an increased demand from 
France and England for what is
